another heard other x-ray techni- 

cians talking about the dangers of 
too much radiation. It is up to each one 
of us to take the necessary and obvious 
precautions. 


Ff, seoste has at some time or 


No one with any sense would stand in 
front of the x-ray tube during exposures, 
but it is not only the direct, primary rays 
which constitute the danger to the tech- 
nician. Secondary x-rays are given off 
by a substance through which x-radiation 
passes, e.g., the patient, or the table, and 
as they are usually of longer wave length 
than the primary beam, they are therefore 
readily absorbed by the bystander. 


The effects of x-radiation are cumu- 
lative, therefore it is the number of small 
exposures over a long period of time 
rather than one big exposure which 
endanger the technician. If there is a 
lapse of time after an exposure, the tissue 
will recover, but if it is being continu- 
ously subjected to radiation, however

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small the doses, the tissue cells become 
permanently damaged. Cancer may re- 
sult from continuous exposure. Leukemia 
is another possible outcome, but this is 
only usually the fate of one who has con- 
tinually to work close to the tube during 
exposures. Even these people only be- 
come affected through their own careless- 
ness or unthinkingness, as they should 
always wear lead rubber aprons and 
gloves. 


Tolerance to x-radiation differs with 
each individual, and there is no absolutely 
safe way to determine the tolerance of 
one individual, but there are several ways 
of finding out how many ‘r’s are being 
received. The most common method is 
to carry a small dental film around in 


one’s pocket for a known length of time. - 


A portion of this film should have a piece 
of lead covering it so that there is an 
unexposed part of film. The dental film 
should then be developed for three min- 
utes at 68°F., and compared with another 
film which has been exposed to a known 
amount of radiation, and the amount of 
radiation to which the film, and hence the 
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individual, have been exposed can be 
worked out. This is not a perfect method, 
because if one large exposure is received 
at once, the darkened film would prove 
rather misleading. A better, though more 
costly way is to use a dosimeter. 


In our x-ray department at the Halifax 
Infirmary, each technician for one week 
wore a pocket dosimeter to see whether 
we were all taking the proper precautions, 
and using the facilities available. To in- 
sure that everything was just as usual, 
we did not expose ourselves unduly and 
did not avoid risks any more than was our 
wont. It was found that the average 
dose was 78.5 milliroentgens. (The maxi- 
mum being 105 mr. and the minimum 59 
mr.) This is indeed well within the lim- 
it of 300 mr. in 51% days. 


If a large enough dose is given for 
erythema or dermatitis to be noticed, the 
technician should not have the oppor- 
tunity to become irradiated for some time. 
If the same area is subjected to radia- 
tion frequently over a period of time, 
ulceration may take place, and may result 
in a cancerous growth. Even if this lat- 
ter should not take place, ulceration 
caused by radiation burns is extremely 
difficult to cure, and often does not heal 
for years—if at all. 


Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
on the recommendations of every 
authority who has made a study of radia- 
tion hazards, that persons associated with 
the operation of x-ray equipment and with 
radium, have a complete blood count at 
least once a month. Any significant 
blood change should receive immediate 
attention. As in the case of erythema, the 
technician should not have the oppor- 
tunity to become irradiated till the blood 
count returns to normal. 
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Every x-ray technician should have as 
much fresh air as possible. The x-ray 
department should be well ventilated with 
lots of windows that open, and should 
never be put in the centre of a building 
where the only light comes from the elec- 
tric lights, and the air is only changed 
by means of fans. Fans are certainly 
necessary in the darkroom where the win- 
dows cannot be opened, and in the fluoro- 
scopic room where there is also the danger 
of ionized air causing sparks during the 
operation of the machine. 


However, there are other hazards than 
that of radiation in an x-ray department. 
All x-ray equipment depends for its opera- 
tion on electricity, both low and high 
voltage. Wherever there is electricity 
there is potential danger, however well it 
is insulated. It is true that many of the 
dangers which were risked daily by our 
predecessors are now almost unknown, 
but one should not allow that knowledge 
to lull one into forgetting the possibilities. 
As already mentioned, there is the danger 
from ionization of air, but ill-treated wir- 
ing can and might cause sparks to fly. 
The darkroom is another source of elec- 
trical danger—how often are the plugs for 
the lights or other appliances placed too 
close to the film processing tanks, and 
how great is the temptation to the unwary 
to touch them with wet hands! 


All the means of taking precautions are 
available to the modern technician as the 
machines are all well grounded and in- 
sulated and there is (or should be) a lead 
lined booth for her to go into while mak- 
ing the exposure. So it is pretty well up 
to each one of us to help ourselves. 


“Should the technician stand in the 
path of the beam, or allow herself to be 
exposed to excessive amounts of secon- 
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dary radiation there is no way to protect 
that technician.”! 


If there is anyone other than a member 
of the x-ray department available the 
technician should try to avoid ever having 
to hold a patient or a cassette during an 
exposure. If she does hold a patient, 
even though she keeps herself as far as 
possible out of the direct beam, she is still 
being subjected to secondary radiation. 


“Scattered x-rays are: 1. X-rays that 
have been deflected from their paths but 
have not otherwise been altered. 2. Char- 
acteristic x-rays depending on the atomic 
structure of the substance through which 
the primary beam has passed. 3. X-rays 
of longer wave length than those of the 
primary beam.”? 


Technicians should always remember to 
stay in the lead lined booth or behind a 
lead wall during exposures because these 
scattered rays are much more likely to 
reach them than they expect, and may be 
just as harmful as the primary beam. 
Lead glass windows are provided, so use 
them and stay where you are to watch 
the patient during the exposure. Remem- 
ber no one can see the x-rays and you 
will not know you have been in their path 
until much later and during that passage 
of time you will probably have helped 


matters along by getting another dose. 


“The tragedies wrought by x-rays in 
the past were due to ignorance but the 
injuries of to-day are folly. In the early 
days the users of x-radiation knew only 
that they had an agency which would 
produce certain phenomena, and which 
was useful. Because the x-rays were 
neither seen, heard nor felt, the possi- 
bilities of their being injurious was not 
considered, in fact when serious physical 
manifestations became noticeable, it 
might have been questionable that x-rays 
were the cause. The education to the 
potential danger of x-rays has been cost- 
ly—so costly that only the ignorant can 
be unconcerned. It is true that to-day 
radiation injuries are vastly reduced but 
it is only because the users know with 
what they are dealing and what precau- 
tions must be taken. The x-rays them- 
selves are just as deadly under excessive 
exposure as they ever were. The know- 
ing person should never forget that the 
danger is there even though invisible and 
unfelt.’’

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OR TWO SIDES TO A REQUISITION

PCOM- 


AVING spent many years in the 
H sanctuary of x-ray departments 

and having just recently been ex- 
posed to the “Outer Hallway” as THE 
PATIENT, I can contain myself no long- 
er in recounting the experiences which it 
was my doubtful privilege to receive; per- 
haps this article should bear the title 
“The Re-Education of an X-Ray Techni- 
cian.” 


Unfortunately for most of us the presen- 
tation and perusal of an x-ray requisition 
has become a somewhat routine matter. 
This may lead to a mental attitude of 
“Well, what have they dreamed up now?” 
or “Oh, for Pete’s sake!—not another 
routine skeletal survey; why we just did 
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this guy a coupla weeks ago.” Perhaps 
it is just I, but I am afraid this is too true 
for most of us. Therefore let us just take 
a look outside our own sanctuary at the 
vast and complex structure of the aver- 
age hospital and all its various services, 
so necessary for the efficient care and 
welfare of THE PATIENT. In most 
cases one of these vital services is that 
requested on an x-ray requisition. 


About 6.30 a.m. the patient is gently 
but firmly awakened to begin some such 
routine as this: Wash, shave, bath, pills, 
temperature, treatment, dinner, pills, tem- 
perature, rest, supper, pills, temperature, 
rest, pills, temperature and finaly—yawn 
—bedtime at 10.30 p.m. Ah me! such a 
nice pleasant day, a little monotonous but 
nevertheless quite restful. The thought 
of to-morrow—oh well! guess it’s the 
same old thing over and over again; but 
wait—whoa !—just a minute—what was 
that the Doctor said? “Possibly start a 
complete G.I. investigation.” “Ah, 
shucks! guess it’s some scheme of the new 
hospital superintendent. So now off toa 
night’s “rest” serenaded by a chorus of 
most unusual choral effects from neigh- 
boring patients. 


Awake again and off we go to another 
faultless routine established to speed our 
recovery; nothing different, nothing 
changed—just a minute, we’ve only been 
here a day—what about all those other 
departments we've heard about? Labora- 
tory, Blood, Wassermans, BMR’s, Den- 
tal, Medical, Surgical, Physio and Occu-

pational Therapy, and—oh no! surely the 
skill of the neuro-surgeon or psychiatrist 
will not be needed for our recovery? 
Well, perhaps this won’t be so monoton- 
ous as it appeared. I’m afraid the doctors 
have quite a selection of “monotony- 
relieving” items in their little black bags. 


Now all this brings us to the main part 
of our story. Which is, x-rays and the 
services of the x-ray department are not 
the only things necessary for the cure of 
the patient. All the foregoing examina- 
tions and services take time and a strict 
adherence to a schedule which must be 
maintained to provide the best and quick- 
est possible cure for the patient. Don't, 
whatever you, think at any time that the 
various requests for x-rays are dreamed 
up by the idle whim of some doctor or 
young interne—especially those G.I.’s and 
I.V.P.’s and their subsequent follow-up 
films. When a “follow-up” is requested 
for a certain time it doesn’t mean when 
you get around to it or “I’m free now, I'll 
whip him in. Heck, it’s only half-an-hour 
before it’s actually due and what’s half- 
an-hour more or less; the patient isn’t 
going anywhere.” But let us think of the 
patient. He or she has been half-starved, 
dehydrated or completely “cleansed” for 
hours and since then has been, of neces- 
sity, subjected to various “x-ray cock- 
tails,” tubes, needles, pushing and pulling 
and many “breathe in” and “breathe out” 
orders. So he might be expected to be 
near the point of complete nervous and 
physical exhaustion. Most of all he is 
very thirsty, tired and hungry, and your 
strict adherence to the correct time for 
follow-up films will ensure that patients 
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obtain their necessary nourishment, rest 
and other treatments as soon as possible. 


Next let us consider the many other 
hospital services. The dietary staff, who 
must not only prepare palatable meals of 
a hundred and one kinds for a hundred 
and one different diets, but must also 
strive to keep warm and ready the food 
for the patient who is undergoing a 
special x-ray examination. The various 
treatments and clinics which have to be 
maintained; remember many of these 
various services are geared to the comple- 
tion of an x-ray examination. All the 
other services of the hospital will form 
opinions and judge a whole x-ray depart- 
ment by your thoughtful co-operation or 
otherwise. 


We should never forget, too, that to the 
average patient x-ray and its various 
intricacies are as mysterious as Einstein’s 
“Theory of Relativity” is to us. Take a 
minute or two to give a brief explanation 
of the procedure for each particular exam- 
ination. You can easily and tactfully do 
this without infringing on the code of 
ethics. A few minutes in most cases will 
Save many times that in positioning a 
frightened and uninformed patient. This 
in itself will naturally assure the techni- 
cian of much more satisfactory films in 
addition to a satisfied patient. ,REMEM- 
BER you are not dealing with inanimate 
material but sick, worried and often 
frightened human beings. Alleviate their 
fears without discussing their infirmities. 
BE COURTEOUS, CONSIDERATE, 
GENTLE. 

SOME DAY YOU MAY BE IN 
“THE OUTER HALLWAY.” 
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28th Annual Convention, American Society of X-Ray Technicians

ty HIS is the story of the 28th Annual Con- 
vention of the American Society of 
“= X-Ray Technicians, held in Louisville, 
Kentucky, from the 16th through the 21st of 
June, 1956. It is not the complete story, for 
no one person could possibly tell it all) How 
different might be the story of the man from 
Milwaukee, the cutie from California, that little 
trick from Texas or the lad from Louisiana. 
Each contributed to the story of the convention 
and each gained many memories to carry home. 
This then is the story of the man from Montreal, 
who contributed little but who gained a wealth 
of memories and knowledge. 


FRIDAY, JUNE 15th 

Registration was in full swing as I arrived 
on the convention floor and I sought the longest 
line, feeling that surely this was the convention 
registration. Much to my surprise I discovered 
that the longest line was for Workshop regis- 
tration while the Convention registration desk 
was almost deserted by comparison. After I 
had registered for the Convention and had 
chatted with several friends, I decided that some 
food would be desirable if I were to stand in 
line for the Workshop registration. The food 
helped to fatten me and thin the line because 
I had relatively little difficulty registering when 
I returned. The activity around the registra- 
tion desks certainly augured well for the success 
of the Convention as people continued to register 
right up to closing time. 


SATURDAY, JUNE 16th 

This was “The Work Shop” day. Registra- 
tion opened at 8.00 a.m. and the area was again 
a hive of activity. The weather was quite warm 
outside the hotel but in practically all conven- 
tion areas, air conditioning made the atmosphere 
very comfortable and on odd occasions quite 
cool. “The Work Shop” opened at 9.00 a.m. 
with a registration of 231 members. I should 
explain to those who might not be familiar with 
the term that “The Work Shop” consists of a 
series of panel discussions of forty minutes 
duration each covering subjects of interest and 
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benefit to all technicians. A moderator on each 
panel controls and encourages the flow of ques- 
tions from the floor and the panelists or a mem- 
ber from the floor may answer the question. 
This pre-convention activity, if I may use the 
term, is a comparatively recent innovation and 
is becoming increasingly popular as the attend- 
ance figure above will testify. 

The first panel on “Technique” was moder- 
ated by John B. Cahoon, R.T., and proved so 
popular that during the “Critique, Summary and 
Discussion” period at the close of the day, it 
was decided to hold an informal discussion on 
“Technique” later, as time permitted. This 
panel was followed by a lecture on “Teaching 
Aids in Electricity and Physics” by C. H. 
Wartield, M.D. Just prior to the commence- 
ment of this lecture Mr. Warren, President of 
the American Society, announced that Miss 
Esther Sponberg, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the American Society, had been 
called home to the bedside of her sick father. 
Mr. Warren then called upon Miss Sponberg 
and in her own warm and sincere way, “Sponny” 
bid the Convention “adieu.” I am sure that 
those of you who may read these lines, and who 
were fortunate enough to know “Sponny,” will 
know what I mean when I say that we missed 
her. We also missed the presence of Miss 
Erminda Clarke due to illness. ‘“Erminda,” as 
she is affectionately known, has been a stalwart 
member of the American Society. She was 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
American Society at the time of the First Inter- 
national Convention in 1953 and is, of course, 
a Past President of the Society. I am sure she 
would enjoy hearing from any or all of the many 
friends she made in Canada at that time. For- 
give my digression from the discussion of “The 
Work Shop” but the participation of two fine 
people cannot be lost and passed over lightly. 

The first panel following the lunch hour break 
was “Instituticn of Work Shops and Refresher 
Courses on Local Levels,” moderated by 
Theodore T. (Ted) Ott, R.T. This is a subject 
that might well be the answer, and certainly a 
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definite aid, to attendance at local meetings. 
This panel was followed by the panel on 
“Administration and Personnel,” moderated by 
Hilda E. Drum, R.T., and anyone who has had 
any experience with his subject may well realize 
its importance. The panel on “Technique— 
Therapy and Isotopes,” moderated by John C. 
Watson, R.T., came next on the programme. 
This panel suffered by being born somewhat 
before its time but as refresher course interest 
showed, may well prove to be a very popular 
subject in the years to come. The final panel 
on “Education,” moderated by Richard E. Olden, 
R.T., was, and always will be, a subject of much 
interest to any technician who is interested in 
the advancement of his vocation. 

The “Critique, Summary and Discussion” 
period which followed brought forth a number 
of suggestions for improvement of “The Work 
Shop.” Some felt that greater benefit might be 
accrued the individual member if the panels were 
broken up into smaller groups, thus affording 
the individual more opportunity to put a ques- 
tion and avoiding the “stage fright” feeling of 
getting up before a large group. Others felt 
that the panels ought to be fewer in number 
but of longer duration, specifically the panel on 
“Technique.” I was greatly impressed with the 
interest shown in the period and I am equally 
convinced that “The Work Shop” is here to 
stay at conventions of the American Society and 
that it should be instituted within the frame- 
work of future Canadian Society plans for 
conventions. 

Saturday night was the loneliest night of the 
week insofar as Convention activity was con- 
cerned but many were tired after travelling and 
a long day at “The Work Shop,” so it was just 
as well. I had originally booked into a single 
room at the Seelbach Hotel on Friday night, 
but changed over to the site of the Convention 
at the Kentucky Hotel at noon on Saturday to 
share a room with Joe Morel from Bethesda, 
Maryland. Joe is the Convention Chairman for 
the forthcoming Second International Conven- 
tion at Washington, D.C., in June of next year. 
I say this not only to plug next year’s Conven- 
tion, which as Co-Chairman I most certainly am 
doing, but to tell you how much I enjoyed Joe’s 
companionship during the week. Conventions 
offer a wonderful opportunity to know people 
from other parts of the country or continent, 
to exchange ideas on techniques, to discuss 
mutual problems and discover or offer solutions. 
I guess I had better stop this line of talk or 
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Les Cartwright will be charging me for adver- 
tising. Advertising or not however, I mean 
every word. After dinner Joe and I strolled 
around looking at the lights of Louisville and 
then went back to the room and talked until 
the small hours of Sunday. It was just like that 
—we walked and talked, we came to know one 
another better, we became friends and I’m glad. 
Saturday night certainly was not the loneliest 
night of the week. 


SUNDAY, JUNE 17th 

The registration desks were still open and 
more and more registered. Catholic services 
were held at the Cathedral of the Assumption, 
a mere half block from the hotel, starting at 
5.30 a.m. for the early risers and closing at 10.30 
a.m. for the late sleepers. An Interdenomina- 
tional Memorial Chapel Service was held in the 
Mirror Room of the Kentucky Hotel, Dr. Peter 
H. Pleune, Paster Emeritus of the Highland 
Presbyterian Church, officiating. 

The Affiliation Brunch honouring the 
Affiliated Societies and sponsored by the West 
Virginia Society of X-Ray Technicians was held 
in the Terrace Room of the Kentucky Hotel at 
11.00 am. Fred C. Hardwick of the West 
Virginia Society presided. Dr. Pleune gave the 
invocation and Genevieve Ejilert, accompanied 
by Mary Adkins, sang the Lord’s Prayer. Greet- 
ings were extended to the meeting by Frank E. 
Lane, R.T., Convention General Chairman; 
Walter E. Kinslow, R.T., President, Kentucky 
Society of X-Ray Technicians, and Everett L. 
Pirkey, M.D., Chairman, Convention Advisory 
Committee. The speaker was Albert L. Allen, 
M.D., of Ashland, Kentucky, and his subject, 
“X-Ray Technicians of Many Lands,” proved 
most interesting. He illustrated his talk with 
slides of places he had visited and with radio- 
graphs of unusual interest. An unusual radio- 
graph was that of the feet of a Chinese woman 
whose feet had been bound since childhood. I 
believe rumour has it that its design paralleled 
that of the women with size nine feet wearing 
size seven shoes, but on the other hand it may 
have deterred young brides from “running” 
home to mother.

The afternoon session commenced at 1.30 p.m. 
This General Assembly in the Flag Room was 
presided over by Mary L. Rudder, R.T., Vice- 
President of the American Society. Mr. Richard 
A. Olden, R.T., Acting Chairman of the Board 
of Directors in the absence of Miss Sponberg, 
presented the Budget for the coming year. C. 
L. Hinkel, M.D., Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee, presented the Educational Accom- 
plishments of the A.S.X.T. in the Past Year. 
A panel discussion followed in which three sub- 
jects were covered but not voted upon. 
“Changes in By-laws,” of which five were under 
consideration, again brought to light the univer- 
sal problem of attendance at meetings on the 
local or state level. I could say provincial in- 
stead of state and the problem would still be 
there, would it not? Additions to the By-laws 
covered the institution of a student category and 
the evaluation of the results of the Fellow 
Category. The first addition evoked much com- 
ment and I was both surprised and pleased to 
note the strong feeling of pride evinced by a 
number of members, in that membership in the 
American Society should be maintained as an 
honour and a goal following the achievement of 
an “R.T.” Mr. Warren spoke on the “Evalua- 
tion of the Results of the Fellow Category” and 
pointed out why only twelve members had been 
considered worthy of receiving this honour. 

Movies in the Flag Room was the motif for 
Sunday evening. The 1955 A.S.X.T. Boston 
Convention movies evoked many an exclama- 
tion of recognition and humour. A humorous 
short movie about the “Barium Enema” brought 
many a laugh. A travelogue short, “Look at 
Kentucky,” was beautiful in colour, and last but 
not least, “Washington, D.C.” Joe and I believe 
it pays to advertise for 1957. 


MONDAY, JUNE 18th 

Registration for Refresher Courses opened at 
7.15 a.m. Courses commenced at 8.00 a.m. and 
registration was 576. Applications for the 
course on “Radioisotopes Techniques and Appli- 
cations” were so heavy that a second class was 
formed. I attended the course on “Nursing 
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Procedures for X-Ray Technicians,” given by 
Carol Vennes, R.N., and assisted by John C. 
Watson, R.T. This proved to be most interest- 
ing and informative and is a subject well worthy 
of more consideration. 

The Opening Business Session commenced at 
10.15 am. with the singing of the National 
Anthem. The Invocation was given by the 
Reverend Frederick A. Springborn, and then 
President Clark R. Warren issued the Call to 
Order. Following the presentation of greetings 
from the City of Louisville, The American Col- 
lege of Radiology and The American Roentgen 
Ray Society, The Radiological Society of North 
America, The American Registry of X-Ray 
Technicians and the Convention General Chair- 
man, and the response by Mr. Richard A. Olden, 
R.T., Clark R. Warren, R.T., commenced his 
President’s Address. Throughout all the pre- 
ceding greetings calm had prevailed. However, 
shortly after Mr. Warren commenced his ad- 
dress, an errant and winged rodent, having 
gained access to the hall and having hidden be- 
hind one of the large flags, decided to put on 
a display of aerobatics. Down swooped the bat 
—on went Mr. Warren, zoom went the bat— 
on went Mr. Warren, the bat just missed Mr. 
Warren but Mr. Warren did not miss a word. 
Finally the bat tired and came to rest on a flag 
hanging against the wall on the left side of the 
room. Ground observer corps eyes quickly 
spotted the position of the intruder, air defences 
were quickly set up in the form of a ladder and 
a broom—thwack—thud—the bat was dead. 
Throughout it all Mr. Warren forged ahead, 
never giving evidence of being disturbed. I was 
impressed with his performance under such con- 
ditions and I said so on Tuesday morning when 
I brought greetings to the American Society 
from the Canadian Society. 

The Report of the Nominating Committee 
was received by the assembly and following this 
a number of nominations were made from the 
floor to augment those names submitted by the 
Committee. The large number of names sub- 
mitted gave promise of an interesting election. 
The Report of the Convention City Committee 
was heard next. Two cities vied for the 1958 
Convention, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and Dallas, 
Texas. The meeting adjourned at 12.00 noon 
and we made our way to the Terrace Room to 
partake of a delicious luncheon sponsored by 
the Tennessee Society of X-Ray Technicians in 
honour of the Convention City Committees. 
The meal was designated as a “Tennessee Light 
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Luncheon.” I would be most interested in par- 
ticipating in a full course “Tennessee” dinner— 
what a meal that might be. The menu for the 
luncheon read—Fruit cocktail, sliced beef with 
gravy, hashed brown potatoes, tossed salad, 
French dressing, cornsticks, butterfluff rolls, 
pecan pie and choice of beverage. That pecan 
pie—what a rich morsel of food! Robert Cole- 
man, M.D. Radiologist of the Jennie Stuart 
Hospital, Hopkinsville, Kentucy, presided over 
the meeting and George Duncan, M.D., of Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, a surgeon, spoke on the subject 
“Are You in the Dark?”. He spoke about the 
value of the Bible as a guide in our daily work 
and life in general. A most interesting address. 

The afternoon scientific session commenced at 
two o’clock with Joseph Morel as moderator. 
Eight papers were presented and nearly all had 
points of information that were new to me. 
The great value of listening to technical papers 
is that one can always learn something new. I 
was particularly taken with the final paper 
entitled “Early Tubes, Experiments and 
X-Rays.” It was different, amusing and 
informative. 

Monday evening was the occasion of the 
Picker Buffet Supper and some eight hundred 
people enjoyed the wonderful variety and quality 
of food associated with these suppers. Mr. and 
Mrs. Harvey Picker were there to greet every- 
one as they entered the Flag Room. Three 
serving tables kept the guests moving and three 
lines shortly disappeared as did a _ great 
quantity of food. It was a most enjoyable occa- 
sion. The downtown stores were open on Mon- 
day evening until 9.00 o’clock so we took the 
opportunity to stroll around and do a little 
shopping. 


TUESDAY, JUNE 19th 

The business session opened at 10.15 a.m. and 
reports were received from a number of com- 
mittees. Business continued on until noon when 
we again adjourned to the Terrece Room to 
enjoy a luncheon sponsored by the North 
Carolina Society of X-Ray Technicians in hon- 
our of the “Chief Technicians Everywhere.” 
The meeting was présided over by John M. 
Godfrey, R.T., President, North Carolina 
Society, and an amusing short film entitled “The 
Chief” presented the predicaments and tribula- 
tions of a chief technician faced with the 
presence of a “goofball” student technician on 
the staff. Didjaever place a right marker on 
the films of a left leg? Boy! What could hap- 
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pen! An amusing advertisement was presented 
to the assembly requesting a chief technician 
with most unusual qualifications. Clark Warren 
was then adjudged to fit the requirements and 
was presented with a gift from the Detroit group 
as a memento of their affection and esteem. 
Jean Widger, R.T., made the presentation and 
I am not too sure whether Clark enjoyed the 
gift more than the “impromptu workshop” (his 
words) when Jean followed her presentation 
with an affectionate “buss.” A chief honoured 
his chief when Dr. Lofstrom presented Clark 
with a fine camera at the same gathering. 

The afternoon session again presented a num- 
ber of fine papers. I was unable to attend the 
early part of the session and so missed the 
presentation of the Scientific Exhibit Awards. 
After the conclusion of the scientific session, an 
informal “Work Shop” in “Technique” was held, 
lasting from 6.00 to 6.45 p.m. After dinner, 
busses took us to the Ohio River where we 
boarded a sternwheel paddle steamer for a ride 
up the Ohio, courtesy of E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours and Co. Many of the younger tech- 
nicians and some of the older gay blades took 
advantage of the opportunity to dance, but many 
of the rest of us sought the cooler air of the 
upper deck and sat and talked and watched the 
Passing scenery. 


WEDNESDAY, JUNE 20th 

The registration continued to rise and people 
began to speculate whether or not a new record 
attendance would be reached. The third busi- 
ness session commenced at 10.15 a.m. with the 
election of officers and the selection of the 1958 
convention city being the major items on the 
agenda. In order for a nominee to be elected 
he or she must poll more than fifty per cent. of 
the total vote cast, and this very often leads to 
multiple ballots before a nominee is finally 
elected to office. Results of the first ballot 
were received just before noon. Mary Rudder 
and Mary Adkins were actually tied for the 
office of president and two other offices re- 
quired second balloting because of insufficient 
votes received by the leader. Mr. Warren an- 
nounced that a special business session would 
convene at 9.00 p.m. that evening in order to 
complete the balloting. The selection of the 
1958 convention site was completed, with 
Dallas, Texas, being the winner. The 1958 con- 
vention to be held from June 6th-13th of that 
year. 

Wednesday afternoon was “G.E. Day.” 
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Twenty-seven busses were provided by the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, X-Ray Department, to 
take interested members on a historical trip 
through part of Kentucky. Box lunches were 
provided and eaten on the way. Many of the 
busses were air conditioned so that although it 
was quite warm, the trip was pleasant. Our bus 
pulled away from the hotel about 1.00 p.m. and 
stopped first of all at Churchill Downs. Every- 
thing was very quiet and deserted but we had 
a wonderful opportunity to look around. What 
a different place it must be on “Derby Day.” 
We re-entered the bus and continued on our 
journey, past the Gold Vault at Fort Knox and 
on to Hodgenville to visit the Lincoln Memorial. 
This was situated in a beautiful park and is 
indeed a fine tribute to a memorable president. 
We ascended some fifty cement steps to a large 
building where part of the log cabin in which 
Lincoln was born is enshrined. 

We continued on our journey to Bardstown. 
Our first stop there was in another park in which 
is situated “My Old Kentucy Home.” This is 
the house in which Stephen Foster wrote “My 
Old Kentucky Home” and the original desk at 
which he sat to write, stands in the entrance hall. 
It is valued at $25,000.00 and is made of hand- 
carved mahogany. Modern drapery and carpet- 
ing set off the original furnishings beautifully 
and middle aged ladies dressed in crinolines act 
as guides. The first floor had three rooms— 
living room (perhaps I should use the term 
“drawing room’), dining room and guest bed- 
room. The second floor has three bedrooms for 
the family and a study or library. On the third 
floor is the nursery. Out in the back were the 
kitchen, with original utensils, the smoke house 
for curing meats and the carriage house which 


contained some of the old carriages. A very 
interesting visit. 
We continued our tour to St. Joseph’s 


Cathedral in Bardstown, a most unusual place 
because of the history associated with it. On 
the walls hang a number of large and beautiful 
oil paintings, given to the Bishop of Bardstown 
many years ago by Louis Phillippe of France. 
Thieves broke into the cathedral some years ago 
and cut several of the paintings out of the frames 
before one of the framed oil paintings of the 
Twelve Stations of The Cross fell off the wall 
and frightened them away. The oil paintings 
which were cut out are now in Chicago pending 
the trial of the culprits. According to the guide, 
some of the paintings are valued at one million 
dollars. Is anyone interested in making a 
purchase? 
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We arrived back at the hotel about 7.30 p.m. 
with just enough time to wash and eat before 
we attended the special business session. The 
session commenced at 9.00 p.m. and the second 
ballots were cast for the election of members to 
three of the offices. Fortunately for all but 
those who lost the election, the second ballot 
produced the required majority for the winners 
and the election was over. The following mem- 
bers were elected to office:—President, Mary 
L. Rudder, R.T.; President-Elect, Floyd L. 
Driver, R.T.; First Vice-President, Theodore T. 
Ott, R.T.; Second Vice-President, Sister Joseph 
Robert, R.T.; Secretary-Treasurer, Sister Robert 
Marie, R.T. 


THURSDAY, JUNE 2list 

This was the final day of the Convention and 
the attendance figure had surpassed that of all 
previous American Society conventions and was 
still climbing. The question in many minds was 
“Would it surpass the attendance at the First 
International” Joe Morel and I attended the 
final day of the refresher course and then retired 
to our room to work on plans for the 1957 Con- 
vention. We had hoped to do much of this 
Wednesday evening but the special business 
session put a crimp in our plans. We worked 
until noon and then wended our way down to 
the luncheon sponsored by the Indiana Society 
of X-Ray Technicians in honour of the Ameri- 
can Registry Board. The luncheon was presided 
over by Joseph T. Fitzgerald, R.T., President of 
the I.S.X.T. At 1.30 p.m. the meeting adjourned 
and the assembly returned to the Flag Room for 
the final scientific programme. I missed this 
however as Joe and I still had a good deal of 
work to cover prior to the post-convention 
directors meeting on Friday morning. We spent 
a half-hour in the registration area checking on 
details of exhibits, dismantling, etc., and while 
there we noted that the attendance figure had 
surpassed the thousand mark. 

At 6.15 p.m. a cocktail hour was held in the 
Rathskeller Room of the Hotel Seelbach 
through the courtesy of Brown Forman Indus- 
tries, the Kentucky Radiological Society and the 
Halsey X-Ray Products, Inc. Bourbon was the 
drink of the hour and as we were late arriving, 
we had a drink and then on to the Kentucky 
Hotel Flag Room for the Annual Banquet. 
Flowers decorated the tables, courtesy of the 
Mallinckrodt Chemical Works, and we just man- 
aged to get seated at a table at the far end of 
the room from the head table. The menu was 


enticing to the appetite and the food proved to 
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be equally satisfying when it arrived. Fresh 
fruits Hawaiian, breast of capon on hickory, 
smoked Kentucky country ham 4a la Eugenie, 
sweet Potatoes Georgia, garden fresh peas, 
limestone bib lettuce with Thousand Island 
dressing, coupe Dixie, choice of beverage, rolls 
and cornbread. 

The occasion was marked by the entrance of a 
number of waiters and waitresses carrying plastic 
covered lights on platters to simulate candles, 
while the room was darkened, and following 
them came two mobile tables carrying a large 
figure “28” carved in ice and the crest of the 
American Society. President Warren introduced 
the head table guests and then opened the final 
business session for the induction of officers. 
Mr. Olden conducted this ceremony as Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors and I found the 
ceremony most impressive. It seemed to impart 
a greater meaning to the honour of membership 
on the executive and I would like to see our own 
Society follow a similar pattern. Miss Rudder 
then took over the presidency from Mr. Warren 
and addressed the gathering with a speech of 
appreciation for the honour bestowed upon her 
and a promise to carry out the duties of the 
office to the best of her ability. 

The final business session was then adjourned 
and professional entertainers provided amuse- 
ment for the assembly, sometimes at the expense 
of individual members of the gathering. The 
hula session was one that four male members 
may remember for sometime. Following an in- 
termission, dancing to the music of Bob Hutsell 
and his orchestra rounded out the programme. 
Joe and I had to forego the pleasure of this 
last event in order to complete our work for the 
following morning. 

FRIDAY, JUNE 22nd 

The Post-Convention Directors’ Meeting got 
under way about 9.00 a.m. and lasted until 1.00 
p.m. when we adjourned for luncheon. The 
Texas delegation sat in on the meeting to gather 
information from the discussion of our plans for 
1957, so we enjoyed their presence at luncheon 
as well as that of the Board. After lunch, Joe 
and I retired to our room to discuss points that 
had arisen out of the meeting and then he said 
farwell and left for home about 4.00 p.m. 1 
rejoined the Board of Directors for dinner in 
the evening and was glad to be able to retire 
early to bed while they continued their meeting 
until the small hours of Saturday. 
SATURDAY, JUNE 23rd 

Arose about 7.00 a.m. to pack my bags and 
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ready myself for the journey back to Montreal. 
Bid au revoir to the members of the Board and 
took a taxi to the airport. I was delighted when 
Miss Rubygrant Pennell of the Board joined me 
some minutes later for the trip to Columbus, 
Ohio. Al Steiner of our 1957 Convention group 
also joined us and we were able to chat all the 
way to La Guardia Airport. Arrived home about 
8.30 p.m. tired but with fond memories of fine 
friendships made and a wonderful time. 


CONCLUSION 

Doubtless you who may have read thus far 
will wonder why I have not given you the final 
registration figures before now. I like suspense 
—don’t you? Well, the final figures were 
enough to make any General Chairman happy 
and Frank Lane and his committee deserve a 
lot of credit for a fine job well done. The 
actual figures—Oh! Let me see! First Interna- 
tional, 1014; Twenty-Eighth Annual Convention 
of the American Society of X-Ray Technicians, 
1,015. The winner by one registrant—The 
Twenty-Eighth Annual Convention. I jokingly 
told Mrs. Eilert I wanted a recount but I think 
it is wonderful. We hope to beat that figure 
by several hundred next year and I hope we 
are right. 

I forgot to mention the Ansco cameras that 
were given away at each luncheon meeting. 
Guess that was because I didn’t win one but 
it was very nice for those who did. If I have 
forgotten to mention anything else it was not 
with the intention to slight anyone but just that 
so much happened, I could not possibly remem- 
ber it all as I try to record this “Legend” in 
time for The Focal Spot deadline. 


APPRECIATION 

I would like to express my appreciation to the 
Canadian Society for the privilege of attending 
this fine convention as their official delegate and 
I trust that my representation did justice to the 
honour bestowed on me. 

I would like to thank the American Society 
for their hospitality and kindness during my stay 
in Louisville. I cannot foresee any possibility 
of failure at any future International Conven- 
tions if the spirit of friendliness and co-operation 
that existed in Louisville continues in the years 
to come. I look forward to June, 1957, with 
increased anticipation and the renewal and enjoy- 
ment of many fine friendships. In fact, I am 
very happy to have been in Louisville and I 
hope I may find it possible to come again— 
often.

Following up, on his address, Mr. Maki 
demonstrated the effectiveness of this method 
by actually processing several under-exposed 
radiographs in the described solutions and show- 
ing how the image could be brought up or 
intensified to much greater density by such 
method. Mr. R. Gore thanked Mr. Maki on 
behalf of the group for his most interesting talk 
and demonstration. 


A luncheon was then served by members of 
the x-ray staff of St. Joseph’s Hospital during 
which an informal discussion rounded out the 
remainder of the meeting.
